That being the case, It Is evident that
the Inspiration whivh In Injectad Into the
contesln among thess thres universities is
not wlways so conaplouous when other uni.

All foot bhall
in all three Institutions leads up to the
grand climax’ and on that the student body
pins its hopes and the players thelr repu-
tationr.
